I 
never saw you before, and I can't ac- 
cept you without proof that you're in 
college and not a professional."

Muir did as was suggested, came 


back satisfied and accepted the new- 
comei. placing him iu the position ot 
right tackle. 


This happened not ten minutes be- 


fore the teams lined up. 
When the 


game began there were uot a dozen 
persons ou the ground that knew the 
Vernon lea in had «oi au accession A 
man appeared in their line half a head 
above most of his fellows whom no 
one recognized 
lie attracted little 


attention, however, for every one 
knows that bigness is not the only 
faculty necessary to a great football 
player. Th'ose most intimate- with'the 
personnel of the team, noticed him as 
he took his |>osi,tion in the line and 
wondered \\ here, he had come from.

Handling the Apple Crop. 


Now that the time for picking the 


apple crop is near at hand, Prot. H. 
A. Surface, Economical Zoologist of 
Pennsylvania, is mailing the follow- 
ing brief directions to the owners of 
State Model Orchards, telling them 
ho\^ to pick, gtade and pack their 
fruit so as to realize the greatest re- 
turns for their efforts 
In growing;

PICKING. "^ 


Ml fruit should be tnndt carefully 


hand-pic!red when tully grown 
and 


red varieties well colored. Too early 
picking sacrifices high quality of col- 
or, and also the fruit spurs, while too 
late reduces the keeping qualities. The 
exact time of picking can be determin- 
ed bj the tull development of the fruit 
and an occasional specimen beginning 
to gotten or show the yellow colors, or 
drop trom the tree. In picking, the 
apple should be grasped in such a, 
manner that the forefinger touches the 
stem, and then by a rolling and bend- 
ing movement the apple will be un- 
iointed at the fruit spur. 
Careless 


and hurried picking often destroys 
the fruit spur or pulls out the stem, 
breaking the skin at the basin and 
otherwise bruising it. 
Injured fruit 


will not keep so well, and "its value is 
thus reduced. 


A padded half bushel basket with a 


swing handle is the best receptacle 
into which to pick the fruit. Leaving 
apples He in piles, with the hot sun 
beating upon them, reduces their keep- 
ing qualities. Instead, they should be 
immediately cooled " after" picking, es- 
pecially during warm weather. 


GRADING. 


To aid in assorting apples to uni- 


t'oini sizes .for boxing, a sizing board 
with a row ol holes will be helpful. 
Tbese holes should be about 2 3-4 in. 
to 3 3-8 in. in diameter, representing 
the different sized apples that are put 
into boxes. The grader will soon be 
able to dispense with the sizing board 
except when in doubt 
The apples 


are held up to the hole, but never 
dropped through. 
An ordinary table 


covered with a layer of canvas or soft 
cloth can be used on which to spread 
the apples in grading. Winter varie- 
ties can be assorted into four grades: 


1st. 
The finest for boxes: 
This 


should consist of well colored and fin- 
est fruit of high quality varieties, free 
from blemishes, and ot fine finish and 
uniform size. 


2nd. First grade for barrels: Next 


.sizes to box apples, free from blem- 
ishes and bruises, and of uniform size 
throughout the barrel, 


3rd. Second grade for barrels' Sec- 


ond grade includes the smaller sizes of 
sound fruit free from blemishes. 


4th 
Culls- These include all the 


rest of the fruit, and usually should 
nor be sent to market to compete with 
the better grades, but used for evapo- 
rating, canning and cider. 


BOX PACKING. 


The art of packing apples in boxes 


is not easily described in writing, but 
must be learned by teaching and prac- 
tice. The object is to adapt the styles 
of arrangement of the apples accord- 
in? to size so that the box is filled, the 
fruit projecting slightly above the top 
of the box at the ends, and about an 
inch in the middle. When the ends 
are nailed the bulge in the middle is 
distributed between at top and bot- 
tom. 


Th^ standard apple box of the West 


Is 10 1-2x11-12x18 inches: the Califor- 
nia "special box 10\tl\20 ii-ches, all 
inside measurement. The ends are 
made of boards 3-4 in. thick, the sides 
3-8 in , and the top and bottom 1-4 in. 
There are cleats on the ends ot the 
tops and bottoms.

HE terms descriptive of th* breeding of horses are more or less well 


understood, nevertheless an exact understanding of their meaning Is 
essential to an intelligent discussion of the horse breeding situation in 
the state. 


The term "pure bred" is applied to the horse ha % ing sire and dam of the 


same breed and both eligible to registry in the books of the standard record 
or registry association. The horse thus bred H himself eligible to registry in 
the standard book. 


The ..term "crossbred" i» applied to a horse having sire * ad dum of pure 


breeding, but of different breeds, for example, the get of a pure bred Per- 


A PURE BRtD STALLION.—The mult of a century of pur* breeding. 


He has alt th« qualifications of a valuable sire. 
cheron stallion mated with a pure bred Sblre mare is a crossbred and is not 
eligible to registry In either of the associations In «Inch its sire and dam may 
be registered. 


The terui "grade" is .applied to the get of a pure bred stallion mated with 


a mare of impure breeding. The filly produced from tbe mating of a mare of 
common or nondescript breeding with a pure bred stallion is a half blood: if 
she is mated in turn «ith a stallion of the same breed as her sire the offspring 
is a three-quarters l»lo<xl. If this foal be a filly and she be mated with a pure 
bred stallion of the same breed as her sire the offspring is a seven-eighths 
blood. The result of the next top cross is a fifteenth sixteenths blood, etc. Al- 
though at the end of a series of jears of top crossing the progeny will show 
many of the characters of the pure bied and carry but a trace of the blood of 
tbe common mare In the remote ancestry, nevertheless they are not eligible to 
registry in the books of the standard lecord assocint'ous m the United States, 
and tbe colts are not desirable for the stud because it is highly probable that 
If they tvere retained for service in the stud the foals sired by them will revert 
in some degree to the characters of the common tuare in the ancestry. 


Tbe terms "mongrel" and "scrub'4 are used Interchangeably to designate 


the breeding of the get of a stallion of impure breeding 
When applied to the 


individuality of the animal they designate inferiority 
Either of these terms 


also applies to the offspring of a pure bred mare got by a stallion of impure 
breeding. Mating a pure bred mare with anything hut a pure bred stallion is 
not tip grading: It Is rather a step in Ihe opposite direction, away from 
progress and Improvement. 


Standard Record Associations. 


In times past and to some extent at present there have been companies 


and associations organized that supply pedigree registry certificates for ani- 
mals not eligible to registry in the standard associations. They can do busi- 
ness because their identity is not known to tbe great majority of farmers
